J among American citizens cannot be a source of 
•^amazement for those who read news stories 
daily . 
Rep orts hav e become routine through the 
y ears on shady conduct by officials and quasi- 
officials, fav ors granted here and there, conflict 
of interest cases, dep artment heads resigning to 
take p ositions with comp anies they hav e been 
dealing with and military men accep ting jobs 
with comp anies that hav e cashed in on defense 
contracts. 


RIGHT NOW the Small Business Administra­ 
tion (SBA) la try ing to collect a delinquent 
*100.000 loan made in North Bay Village, Fla., 
inv olv ing an ap artment house linked to the 
Mafia. 
Ev en without the Mafia connection, the whole 
deal should hav e smelled bad to SBA p eop le 
from the start. 
The money was loaned to a dev elop er who 
was being sued by the gov ernment for $52,76 3 in 
back tax es, who had been inv olv ed in a swin­ 
dling deal and who still carried a $2,050.00 
mortgage on the ap artment p rop erty at the 


time of the loan. 
The General Accounting Office (GAO) time 
and again turns up cases In which firms are 
taking the gov ernment for a financial ride—of­ 
ten without an attemp t to disguise the action. 
Who can blame the p ublic for being disgusted 
with the way its money is being p oured down 
the drain? 
Americans aren’t naiv e. They know when ao 
much money is floating around, some p eop le 
are going to y ield to temp tation and try to grab 
a p iece of it. 


WHAT THEY ARE justifiably angry about is 
the way a lax attitude on the p art of gov ern­ 
ment officials encourages financial shenanigans 
and little, if any , attemp t is made to correct 
p rocedures t* reduce the chances for chicanery . 
We don’t believ e it is too much to ask of gov ­ 
ernment bureaucrats to ap p ly common sense 
and good business p ractices in their jobs and to 
take note of recommendations from those inv es­ 
tigating irregularities. 
This is the key to restoring the lagging con­ 
fidence of a disillusioned segment of the Ameri­ 
can p eop le. 


Lessons From the Past 


Georges Pomp idou, who serv ed as p remier 
under President Charles de Gaulle, is showing 
he learned a great deal from the general. 
In op ening his p residential camp aign. Mr. 
Pomp idou p romp tly emp loy ed a fav orite De 
Gaulle tactic. The p residential hop eful warned 
that subv ersiv e forces were p lotting v iolent dis­ 
orders for France. 


HE LASHED OUT at the “fictitious calm” of 
the p resent situation and urged French v oters 
not to be taken in by it. 
Criticism a!sc was lev eled at the p rosp ect of 
electing a “p atchwork gov ernment” heading 
toward dissolution of the National Assembly . 
This reference was aimed at the p resent gov ­ 
ernment under Alain Poher—also a candidate. 
Mr. Pomp idou p redicted a “bad summer, a 
dangerous autumn” if French v oters turned to 
the Poher administration. 
Showing his p olitical acumen, Mr. Pomp idou 
p raised Gen. De Gaulle as a man who “incar­ 
nated the resistance and the liberation” and 
ended the Algerian war. 
Following up his ap p rop riate tribute, the 


p residential asp irant p ledged to be his own man 
and showed he recognized the weaknesses of 
the Gaullist regime in these words: 
“I will not imitate the sty le of Gen. De 
Gauule. I am a different man. I p lan a p olicy cf 
op eness and dialogue . . . the administration 
must become more flex ible, more efficient, less 
meddlesome.” 
Frenchmen hav e indicated they are ready for 
such a gov ernment. It is up to Mr. Pomp idou to 
p rov e to them he will do a better job of bring­ 
ing it about than his op p onents. 


ALREADY, GASTON DEFFERRE, the So­ 
cialist candidate, is accusing Mr. Pomp idou of 
deny ing Gaulhsm after p racticing it for a num­ 
ber of y ears. 
In regard to this charge, Gen. De Gaulle 
p robably did Mr. Pomp idou a big fav or by re­ 
mov ing him from the office of p remier sev eral 
months ago. 
The race for the p residency is shap ing up into 
a battle roy al and the world will be waiting to 
see if Mr. Pomp idou learned the one all-imp or­ 
tant lesson from Gen. De Gaulle—how to win 
an election. 


Hoods Move In With Mace 


It didn't take hoods long to mov e in on adv an­ 
tages p resented by chemical sp ray s manufac­ 
tured for civ ilian self defense and use by law 
enforcement p ersonnel. 
Chemical Mace, a disabling gas, or a similar 
mix ture was used in the $350,000 robbery of a 
Brookly n dep artment store. 
IN THREE RECENT robberies in Mary land 
and one in Delaware, thugs hav e used chemical 
irritants on their v ictims. 
The same tactic was emp loy ed in the robbery 
of a New Cork City bar, a Chicago bus driv er 


Hands on the Wheel 


We can design safer cars and safer highway s, 
but rntil we learn how to design safer p eo­ 
p le. we cannot hop e to make more than a 
dent in highway accident statistics. 
A study of 25 recent driv er fatalities in the 
Houston area, conducted by the Bay lor Uni­ 
v ersity College of Medicine, showed that “80 
p er cent of the fatalities were maladjusted in 
that they were either alcoholics or had p er­ 
sonality disorders, or both.” 
According to the Institute for Highway Safe­ 
ty , the Houston study found that 72 p er cent 
of the driv ers had significant alcohol content 
in their blood. Psy chiatric stress, growing out 
of marital, financial, occup ational or other 
factors within a 24-hour p eriod before the 
crash, was p resent in 80 p er cent of the fa­ 
talities. 
The Houston study is only one of a number 
which hav e found emotiona’-p ersonality factois 
oresent in an ex eentionally high p ercentage of 
fatal traffic accidents.

Indications are that its use by criminals will 
become more widesp read which brings up inter­ 
esting questions: Should chemical sp ray s be 
regulated by the gov ernment and, if so, how? 
A Senate commerce subcommittee is now 
looking into the chemical sp ray issue to deter­ 
mine if the Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) should adminster the manufacture and 
sale of the p roducts under the Federal Haz­ 
ardous Substances Labeling Act. 
Another angle getting attention from the sub­ 
committee Is whether the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission (FTC) should take action against some 
of the sp ray manufacturers for false adv ertis­ 
ing. Ads usually stress that effects are temp o­ 
rary and harmiess. 
Yet a San Francisco op thalmologist has re­ 
p orted eight cases of p ost-Mace ey e damage. 
Congress is going to get inv olv ed in the issue 
but to what ex tent remains to be seen. 


THE PUBLIC WILL NOT take kindly to regu­ 
lations that keep it from being able to buy the 
same weap ons av ailable to criminals. 
Neither does Congress relish the idea of all- 
out chemical war in the streets. 
It seems the inv entiv eness of man has creat­ 
ed another p roduct in a good cause that has 
been p erv erted into a means of ev ildoing. 
It’s an old story . 
Congressional action may mov e in the direc­ 
tion of limitation or control but it will hav e lit­ 
tle effect on the situation because the root of 
the p roblem is mankind’s cap acity for wrong-do­ 
ing.

May 5, and analy zed the moment’s most 
ex p losiv e issue — the Safe­ 
guard Anti-Ballistic Missile 
There were just the two of 
them, Richard Nix on. Presi­ 
dent of the U.S., and George 
Meany , p resident of a nation 
within a nation, the AFL-CI' 
No civ ilian ev er has been so 
thoroughly br i e f e d by an 
American p resident as was 
George 
Meany , 
whom 
Mr. 
Nix on calls Mr. Labor, who 
v *to» ki*» *i 
disdains the critics of his age as “p erp etual Pe­ 
ter Pans.” 
There was no doubt that "President Nix on 
wanted President Meany ’s help in taking the 
Hill — conv incing Congress to v ote for the 
ABM. Mr. Nix on neither p leaded nor cajoled. 
He merely briefed Mr. Meany on the raw ther­ 
monuclear strength of the Sov iets and their 25 
million-ton (megaton) warheads. 
Ten day s later, George Meany again sat be­ 
hind closed doors. This time with Mr. Meanv 
were the men of the AFL-CIO’s high council, in 
labor’s own mansion across the square from the 
White House. This time it was ey eball to ey e­ 
ball, not ey e to ey e. With the towering Joe Cur­ 
ran, National Maritime Union chief, in the lead, 
a small tough band of national labor chiefs con­ 
fronted Mr. Meany , assailed Mr. Nix on, and 
tried to p rev ent labor p ower from being thrown 
behind the ABM.

“While we recognize that there can be honest 
differences of op inion ov er a p articular meth­ 
od,” the council said, “of assuring max imum 
security for our country , we emp hasize that 
there can nev er be a good argument for our 
country ’s not assuring itself the best av ailable 
national defense. 
“ . . . The p rop osed ABM sy stem p rov ides only 
for safeguarding American liv es and defense 
cap acity . It does not fall for increased retaliato­ 
ry p ower . . . More than two y ears ago, when 
questioned about the Sov iet ABM sy stem, Sov iet 
Premier Kosy gin declared that, ‘a defense sy s­ 
tem which p rev ents attack is not a cause of the 
arms race but rep resents a factor p rev enting 
the death of p eop le.’ ” 
The labor leaders believ e that if this is good 
enough for Premier Kosy gin and the Sov iet p eo­ 
p le, it’s good enough for the American p eop le. 
And so labor’s high command said: “This na­ 
tion must at least p rotect itself and discourage 
an enemy .” 
Congress will read that loud and clear. It’s 
reasonable to p resume that this is what Presi­ 
dent Nix on had in mind when he sat ey e to ey e 
with President Meany .

DAVI D LAWRENCE 
Remaking 
High Court 


WASHINGTON — With two v acancies on the 
Sup reme Court to be filled and the likelihood of 
retirement by some of the other justices, it is 
being said that President Nix on has an op p or­ 
tunity to “remake” the high court. 
But ex p erience has p rov en that, while the 
nine men who sit on the Sup reme Court may 
hav e held “conserv ativ e” or “liberal’’ or “mod­ 
erate” v iews on p ublic affairs before they were 
ap p ointed, they often deliv er op inions that do 
not bear out such classifications as sp ecific cas 
es hav e coma before them. 
Naturally the President is ex p ected to seek 
men of ability in the judicial field but, no mat­ 
ter whom he ap p oints, some members of Con­ 
gress will believ e that he has selected p ersons 
of a p articular ideology . Again and again, how­ 
ev er, justices hav e not, in their rulings, fol­ 
lowed the course p redicted at the time they 
came to the high court. 


JUSTICE HUGO BLACK, for instance, was 
sup p osed to be an ultra-conserv ativ e from th* 
South, but in the many y ears he has serv ed on 
the bench he has not attached himself to any 
one p hilosop hy . The same can be said of other 
justices—though it is true that there are some 
- who hav e consistently adhered to the idea that 
the Sup reme Court has the p ower to rewrite tne 
Constitution. 
The biggest controv ersy of the last sev era 
decades about the Sup reme Court arose ov er 
criticism of the justices for hav ing “stretched 
the Constitution. 
It is contended, in defense of their decision', 
that they hav e dealt realistically with the p rob­ 
lems of the current era. The argument is made 
that the founding fathers, in writing the Consti­ 
tution, could not hav e foreseen tha contingen­ 
cies that hav e since arisen and that this p er­ 
mits unp recedented interp retations. 
The belief has become widesp read, howev er, 
that the court has ov erstep p ed its bounds, p ar­ 
ticularly in the “desegregation” ruling in 1954 
and the subsequent ex tension of the “equal 
p rotection of the laws” clause in the 14th 
amendment to cases not hitherto considered to 
come under that p rov ision. 
Public clamor has risen ov er decisions whi^h 
meant the rev ersal of long-established p reced 
ents, the freeing of conv icted criminals on tech­ 
nicalities, the liberalization of definitions oi 
“obscenity ” and esp ecially the barring of p ray ­ 
er in the schools. 
Doubtless the disp utes ov er Sup reme Court 
decisions will continue in the future, though 
remedied, are av ailable for this© who say the 
court has abused its p ower. Congress can p asi 
a law limiting the ap p ellate jurisdiction of the 
court. Or a constitutional amendment can be 
adop ted nullify ing or modify ing any decision of 
the Sup reme Court of the United States. 
What President Nix on should do, of course, is 
to p ick honest men—indiv iduals of integrity and 
with a high sense of duty . Justices may be mis 
taken at times but, if they are thoroughly 
grounded in the laws of the land and are gov ­ 
erned by conscience, the country can ex p ecl 
fair-minded decisions. 
Preferably , Mr. Nix on might ap p oint indiv idu­ 
als who hav e actually serv ed on the bench—ei­ 
ther in United States district or circuit courts ol 
ap p eal or in the state sup reme courts. 
It would be most unfortunate if p olitical or 
p ersonal considerations in any way enter*! into 
the selection of the new justices. There hav e 
been many instances in the p ast when p resi­ 
dents hav e nominated close friends or p olitical 
associates. 
Ap p arently the ap p ointments to be made by 
President Nix on will be scrutinized more care­ 
fully in the Senate than hav e been the case 
heretofore, 


WHILE SOME SENATORS hav e already indi­ 
cated that they are going to interrogate future 
nominees p articularly to make sure there is no 
“conflict of interest,” the truth is that this rare­ 
ly has p rov ed to be a factor of any consequence 
in the work of the court. 
More and more in recent y ears justices hav e 
been taking large fees for lectures and outside 
serv ices. Congress has failed to define “good 
behav ior”—the term used in the Constitution as 
a requirement for the holding of judicial office. 
With all the background of the Fortas case, it 
is likely that i justice will cut himself off from 
fees or income which might be regarded as in­ 
consistent with his judicial duties as p rescribed 
in the canons of judicial ethics of the American 
Bar Assocation.

Mrs. Nigel Tetley was waiting 
in Plymouth for her 45 year-old 
husband. 
He was picked up 
from a rubber dinghy Wednes­ 
day night by a Liberian tanker 
near the Azores after his triple­ 
hulled yacht sank.

Tetley was in good shape when 
he was rescued 100 miles north 
of San 
Miguel Isle, in the 
Azores.
